president of the United States. The 
dedicatory ezercisee weranot orer an 
hour long. A drive to the grounds, 
with civic and military escort, a pray- 
•r, a recitation, foor brief addreaiesand 
a priTate dinner. 

The rendezvous for the various orgnn- 
iaations and carriages that took place 
in the parade was the vicinity of the 
Lttdngtoo hotel, at Michigan avenue 
and Twenty-second street, at 8:80 
o'clock. The culmnn ni.inhtMl ht !l 
o'clock on Michigan avenue along the 
Grand boulevard to Fifty-first street, 
thanco tlirough South park by way of 
Bayard avenue to Pnlmir aVenue, 
thence to the western ouiranco of Mid- 
way Plaisance. At this point Colonel 
Rice, commanding the Columbian 
guard, met the column and guided it to 
Jackson park, theuco to the admiuistra- 
tion building where tha column dis- 
persed.

the little platform which was thrown 
out in front for President Cleveland. 

Tho exercises began with a musical 
pelectiou by the grand orchestra. The 
•Rev. W. H. Milburn. the blind chap- 
lain of tha United States congress, of 
fered prayer. .Miss Jessie Goathont re- 
dtsd a poem, which was fdlowed hj 
music from the orchestra. 

President Palmer of the national com 
mission tlu'ii announced tho comple- 
tion of the buildings and their accept- 
ance from the officers of the exposition.

Director General Davis then delivered 
a .short and appropriate address. 

Then President Cleveland delivered a 
brief address and i)rossed the button, 
and the ponderous machinery of the 
greatest exposition srer aaan was 
started. 

When the president toachod the bnt- 
ton 7U0 flags and banners on the main 
build' ngs broke into kraceful folds. 
Jiflunia Bnnt, an old sailor, bad his eye 
on tha president and his hand on tno 
halyard of the center flagstaff in froL» 
of the administration building, and 
when the executive finger touched the 
button Jimmie gave the halyard a 
quick pnU. Then the "old flasf' burst 
out at tha top of the pole, and the stars 
and stripes wavsd over an open fair. 
The flags on the other buildings were 
unfurled simultaneously. About TOO 
men wera necessary to carry out tha do- 
signa of the decoration departiiMnt 
There was a man for sach flagstaB on 
the main buildings and grounds. 

At the close of the ceremonies \ 
lunchen to tha president took place, 
after whidh the president was escorted 
to the raannfaoturers' building by 
Director General Darls. He was i i- 
troduced to the members of the for- 
eign commission, who were grouped 
in the canter d the building, fie then 
passed oat to thf govemmont boildinf^

CHU'A(io, May 1.— President Cleve- 
land spent a quiet Sunday mingling re- 
ligion, social calls, driving and recep- 
tion of visitors in a moderate manner, 
as becomes the head of a great nation. 
He arpse early after a refreshing night's 
repose, and breakfasted at 0 o'clo> 
wub members of his cabinet in the 
pnbUo diningroom, declining to take 
any of his meals in tha privaia dining 
room. 

At 10:80 o^cIock the president, accom- 
panied by the secretary of state and 
Mrs. Ghresham, the secretary of the 
navy and Miss Herbert, drove in car- 
riages two blocks to Second Presbyter- 
ian chnroh at Michigan boolavaraand 
Twentieth street, wnara ammgaments 
had been made for tha raonlioa of the 
party. They were eondwrtsa to • prom- 
inent seat in tha body of tha Ug church, 
which had bean coietly drapea with the 
national flag. There , was a beantif ul 
diplMT of palms, bloom plants, femi« 
cut flowers in vases arranged on and 
aroond tha pnlpit and other parts of 
theedifica. The eoogragatioo waa a 
large one. 

The paator, Rer. Simon J. McPher- 
son, preached an eloquent sermon ap- 
propriate to the opening of theexpon- 
tion, the subjsct being: "The Man of 
God at the C^taning ol the World's Fair 
Gates." The president and members of 
the cabinet joined heartily in the song 
service and seemed to be oblivious <x 
the glances cast at uem by tha congre- 
gation. A large crowd gatharadout- 
nde the church portals uid in the 
lobby to see Mr. 01eTeIand,'bnt there 
was no demonstratioa on his return to 
the hotel. He azprMsed tiie -wish that 
as his going to chorch was in his ca- 
ity as a private dtiaan there should 
no unseemly display. 
After luncheon at tiw'hotel the presi- 
dent 'accented the invitation of his sec- 
retary of state to accompany him in 
making a few social calls on olafriends. 
Secretary Gresham took tha president 
to his own home and they eojoyad the 
drira trtn if tha waathar vM.oold.

EIQHT HUN DHgP M IW KILLilX 

Tha BloedlMt Battle T«t Wmgbt la tks 
ItrMlilanr War. 

V.M.pAHMso, May 1.— News of the 
bloodie=t batlie which has been fought 
since the i-evoiution began in Bio 
Grande do Sul, Brazil, has just reached 
here via Buenos Ayree. The Herald 
correspondent in that city telegraphs 
than an eng.igcment was fought near 
hJau Luis. General Telles led the gov 
ernment forces, and General Tavaras 
commanded the revolutionary army. 

Details of the battle have not yet 
been obtained, owing to im])erfect tele- 
graphic service from the section where 
the engagement took place, but it is re 
ported that t)00 men were killed. These 
were divided nearly equally between 
the two armies. Victory claimeil 
for each side and the actual result of 
the Hght may not be known for several 
days. 

It is believed in Buenos Ayres that 
the revolutionists of Rio Grande do 
Sul will abandon the seige of Urn 
gnay. The town is so well protected 
by gnnboats that its capture seems 
now to be impossible. Troops sent 
down by the geuf ral government and 
(.'astil's foices have been sent to the 
frontier to reinforce the three regiments 
stationed there by the Uruguay govern- 
ment to guard the latter's territory 
from raids from the Brazilian revolu- 
tionists. Small bodies of revolutionists 
have been disarmed near the frontier 
by Uruguay troops. 

The Herald's correspondent at Artigas 
telegraphs that troojis belonging to the 
national guard of Brazil invaded Uru 
guuyan territory at Carotes. They 
killed the chief of police and «t">lM 
money, cattle and horses. The oflScTal 
in charge of the town has asked the 
government at Montevideo for assist- 
ance. ' • 

Newspaiiers in Santiago and Val 

ftaraiso comment on the denials pub- 
ished in Loiidou by tho minister from 
Brazil of The Herald's reports concern 
ing tlie revolution in Rio Grando do 
Sul. They compare these denials with 
those made by Balmaceda's ministers 
during the Chilian revolution and the 
Btoriea published by Tba Herald at that 
time. 

The new congress which has just as-

BIQ B ANK FAI LURE. 

The Matloiutl Hank of Anitralla Clous* 
It* Door*. 

London, May 1. — A dispatch from 
Melbourne announces tho failure of the 
Natio.ial Bank of Australia. The bank 
has some 180 branchea in Australia and 
agencies in most large cities of the 
United Kingdom, the continent and the 
United Statea 

The directors of the head dffice in 
Melboufne are Arthur S. King, John 
Urice and W. A. Zeal. The autborized 
capital of the bank is £2,000,000; sub- 
scribed capital, £1,890,000: paid up cap- 
ital. £1,000,000; reserye fund, £670,000; 
reserve Abilities of shareholders, £1,- 
600,000. Its assets aM now sstimated 
St £10,000,000; its liabUitles in the col- 
oniss only at £7,500,000. 

The cause of tha failure was a heavy 
run aa tha bank and all its branches. 
Rince April 10 mere than £6,500,000 
has been withdrawn from deposit. At 
the official meeting on last Thursday a 
dividend of 10 per ceht, payable on May 
9, was declarsd.

Uiit uii u Strike. 

ChioaOO, May 1.— l^'nions Nos. » 
and 41, National Brotherhood of 
^ectrical Workers of America, held a 
joint session last evening at Plasterers' 
hall, Wi Wasbiifgton street, which was 
atteniled by a large portion of the 1,3U0 
members. A long discussion was held 
and it was decided that all members of 
the order working for contractors who 
have failed to sign the new contracts 
shall go out on a strike. 

The new demands of the unions are 
for 87 1-2 cents an hour, or $3 a day of 
eight hours, and that none but union 
men shall be employed. They claim 
that there are 146 contractors for elec- 
trical work in the city, eight of whom 
have agreed to the demands, and are 
employers of over 1,000 men. The 
unions agree to stand by the contract- 
ors who accede to then: demands, and 
to do no work for those who refuse to 
sign, no matter what price may be 
offered.

May 1.— Reports received 
from all over Nebraska confirm the fact 
that the rains of last week were gen- 
eral. The soutlieastern part of the 
state nc rains ha^ fallen since last lull, 
nn(l this rain of last week will aid ag- 
riculture greatly. The fruit has been 
little injured by the cold weather, and 
while corn planting will be later than 
usual this year, tne condition of the 
soil and prospects in general are better 
for crops in Nebraska and Iowa than 
thay have been for several years..

Columbus, O., May 1.— Twenty thou- 
sand miners in Ohio went oat on a 
strike this morning. Tha order was 

givetf at a meeting of delegates from 
every district in the state, held here 
Saturday. There wsra obly 4 dlssenV 
ing votes oat of 80 east Tha minors 
demand a general advance of 5 cents in 
the price ot pick-mining and will bold 
oat ontll it is conceded. 
In some of the districts the advance 

is more than '> cents, being cents 
in tho .Jackson coal fields and 15 cents 
in the Columbus districts. In the ma- 
chine mine districts an adTanoO of 19 
cents is demanded. 

The operators say they will not grant 
advances under any circumstahces. 
The action of the Pittsburg miners in 
refusing to strike for an advance 
caused a warm discus.sion in the dele- 
gate meeting, but it waa not considered 
it would materially affect the chances 
of the Ohiocnen winning.

Attornty General Hendilok Euhiag 
Things. 

Attorney General Hendrick scored a 

succession of victories in the Franklin 
Circuit Court Friday. First, he secured 
•n order placing the Mason-Foard Com- 
I'any case in equity to br heard by a 
Master Commis--ioner, and a similar 
order in the unti icd cases pend in- a_MiiiHt 
Tate and his bondsmen in the Tn asniy 
defalcation matter. Then a verdict and 
jnd)!mcnt and the full miKiiint sued for 
by the State upon the bond of a Henry 
County defaulting official, which is un- 
precedi'iiti d witli a I'raulclin jury for 
eighteen years jtast, and lastly he secured 
a perpetual injunction restraining Miles 
& Sons and two railroad ('mii]>aiiies from 
constructing or ofierutiiii,' a switch on 
Governor's alley, in Frankfort. ' 

The Council Was in Contempt. 

Judge Cantr«ll held the City Coun- 
cil of Frankfort in contempt Thurs- 
day morning in the case of the Common- 
wealth ai^'ainst the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad Company, brought by At- 
torney General Hendrick. 

The case dates back some years and 
has been a Jong and protracted light, 
with Miles A Sons and the Frankfort City 
C nim il on one side and the Stat* tathori- 
ties on the other. Some years ago the 
City Council passed an ordinance allow- 
ing Miles A Son, millers, the i)rivile!.'e ta 
run a switch through Uovernor's alley to 
the L. and N. switch-yard, one end of the 
line terminating in the mill. Governor's 
alley adjoins the Governor's mansion 
property. Suit was brought to restrain the 
Miles Company from the use of the grant 
by the Commonwealth and the rase 
Vas taken to tlie Court of Ajpipeals, 
which held against the exercise of 
the privilege. Another ordinance was 
pas--ed by the Council grantinp the 
same privilege to the L. and N. Rail- 
road Company which hSd first been 
granted the Miles. Suit w^as then en- 
tered by the Attorney General on the 
ground that the last ordinance was paused 
In contempt of cour^ Judge Cantrell 
held the Council in contempt.

Eztracti From the New Law FroTiding 
For Thtlr OoTornmsnt— Im- 



Snow, Church iVc Company, of l^ouis- 
ville, have mailed a copy of a circular 
containing the following extracts from 
the new Corporatioti law to every firm in 
that city. It giv* important fsfttores of 
the new law: 

"First— At least flftr'psr esat of the capital 
Ktook shall, In good faith, he subacrlbed- before 
transacting busineas. 

" Second— A boek shall bs kapt hf tvenr cor- 
poration in Its prinoiiMUoaee, Hrwhtoi^ahall i>c 
enrolled the MUM. posM>flloe addiMi aa^ num- 
ber of rttutea b«}d by eaeh utoekholder; and the 
time when each became a atockholdsr. This 
bookiinib]aot.totbe inspection of'all sto^hold- 
ers aad penmaa doing busiocM with lbs eorpora- 
tloii. 

"Tbifd— Ko ooTporatlon can Ime stock or 
bondt^ except for an equivalent In money act- 
nally received, or for property or labor done, at 
the market price thereof. 

"Fourth— Stookbolders of corporations organ- 
laed for ths porpoee of carrying on commercial 
business or of general trading buNlncM are indl- 
viQiially responsible equally atxl ratably, and 
not oiie fnr the other, for nil coiitracta of such 
corp(irntion, 'to the extent ol the amount of 
their stock Ht i)ar value, in mUliti'iit In the amount 
■of such stcv k.' (Sto( khoMers of khs coraimules, 
dectric light coiiipanies. telegraph coiiiimulef , 
land companies, truat compaules, etc., are tx- 
( lulled from the proTialoni of this act as to such 
llHhillty.) 

■' I'iflh -The pnyiiu'iit of aiviikiuls l.y iiisnl. 
veut corpnriitlons or tlir imyiin iit of divideiHis 
that will render it insolvent is forbidden, and 
(llreetors are made indlvldinilly lint.Ii- for all ex- 
isting debts or debts that nm\ hv tlKroiifter In- 
curred when such divideuds are aliuwed. 

" Sixth— Directors and officers are made liable 
for any loss or damage done to parties by reason 
of any false statement being knowingly given 
out by them lu to the condition of the corpora 
tlou. 

"iteventh— Mo foreign corporation, without 
consent of opposite party, is allowed to remove 
a case in which It la a party from the State to the 
Federal Osurt 

"Eighth— Any oorporatioa doing btelnees in 
this SUte shall hST* a known itlaoe of bnilness 
and an authorlaed agent at tame place, tipon 
whom procea* may be aerTed. Every such cor- 
poration Is reqnlrefl to ffle a stattmmit with the 
Secretary of State, gtring the location of Its prlu 
cipal office, the name of its agsnt at said office, 
and on failure to do so such corporation, Its 
agents and Employes, doing bu^ness in the State, 
are severally liable to a flue from SIOO to $1,000 

' Ninth— Every corporation shall have printed 
or painted, at its principal place of business, it! 
coriiorate name, and ininudiately umli i the 
name the «(jrd incorporated. Tli'' cnriiorato 
naiiio and tlic word ' incorporated ' shall nl«> bi. 
j.laicd upon ' nil j.rintcd and advertising matter. 
A penalty of from sUhi to $Vii)is prescribed against 
anyone violatin« Iliis provision. 

"Tenth— The new corpora'ion law prescribes 
the mode of reorganization, the manner of con 
s.ilidiilion of two cnmpaulue, the inoile of elec 
liou of its officers, and other deinils not formerly 
re iulred by law."

- While the people were watching the 

approach of the storm, a lunar rainbow 
auddealy appeared in all its beauty. It 
of abort duration, however, as tlie 
. waa soon hidden behind the fast- 
fljring clouds. The storm didn't amount 
to much of a storm. 

The lunar rainbow ia a rare phenome- 
non and diffen from the aolar rimply in 
the source and intensity of the light by 
which it ii prodnoedj As in all caiea of 
feeble light, the distinction of the colors 

in very diflicult. In fact, oxccjit under 
the most favorable circumstances, the 
lanar rainbow rarely riiowa colon at all, 
giving a pale yliostly gloani of apparently 
white or yellowish light. The one la.st 
ni|i(ht had this chanoteristic yellowish 
Ught.

WASniNfiTox, May 1.— No hotter In- 
dicationg of the restored coufidence in 
the financial situation ii necessary than 
the fact that no gold exports were made 
from New York, and it does not appear 
now that any large amoant will go out 
on Tuesday, and perhaps none at all. 

The ijllMn statement made to the 
New zork bankeiv bv Secretary Car- 
lisle appeutto have allayed the appre- 
hension that existed. Gold offers con 
tinne to come in, the last city to offer 
assistance being Little Rock, which 
sends M.OOv.OOO, the gold to be ex- 
changed for legal tender. All these of- 
fers are being accented, andifneces' 
sary can be called for By the treasorr 
department at any moment, but nntfl 
the exchange is aotoally made the fre^ 
sold does not appear on the trensarer's 
rfaily statement, which accounts tor 
the fact that the books of the denart- 
ment show only $98,000 of free gold, al- 
though the amount whiok Seoretary 
Carikle would utilise it pgrobfeUy a lit- 
tle over 62.0()0,(X)0. 

Assistant iSecrctary Uamlin is much 
pleased at the situation, which he de 
scribed as ''most promising." 

The statement of Secretary Carlisle 
that "every effort of the administra 
tion will be exerted m the direction of 
the repeal of the Sherman silver law," 
is regarded here as an anti-silver edict, 
and tho announcement has aroused and 
placed on tlie alert the free silver ad- 
vocates. The latter assert that they 
are ready for the battle, and everythinf? 
promises a lively silT«r fight m the 
next congreps. 

"New York is no longer the gold cen 
ter of the country, so far as the gold in 
national banks is concerned," remarked 
a prominent treasury official. ' She han 
been playing a great game of 'bluff' and 
trying to impress the world with the 
fact that she can embarrass or relieve 
the present situation as she pleases. As 
a matter of fact, there ia less gold in the 
national banks of New York than in 
Chicago, and the gold center is west of 
the Alleghenies." 

On March 0, last, the comptroller of 
tho currency called for reports from nil 
national banks as to the amount of go\u 
on hand. A between New York and 
Chicago the reports show the amount 
of gold hold to be: New York, $l2,4;is,. 
652; Cliicago, )J14.834,ttO(). 

Thiy l)rii:' out th" important fact 
that the ill ii.;ia>l-< wiiich have been 
nimle by tlie \nw Vork bankers during 
tlio rcrenr crisis were largely in tlia na- 
turo of "blun.s."
